I 
did not know it at the time, but 1 
learned later that 10 or 20 icon 
bad been detailed to kill ail the for 
eign women in caae the Chines* were 
the victors." 

Mrs. Drew, with much indignation, 
spoke of atrocities committed by Rus- 
sian troops, saying: "They pillaged, 
looted, tortured and murdered right 
and left.

Tahr of Lincoln City, Ind., who spent 
two years in Tien Tsin, had three 
narrow escapee from the Boxers.

The tales of Rtelaai brt- 
tality are confirmed by Rev. Piaiik 
Uaynes, a Jil^thodist missionary. 

Prof. Ciyford, who was one of the 
last to leave th« besieged alty says;

Tbty ara natoraiiy cruel and 
expecting no mercy, they showed none. 
I was an eye witness to eight cold- 
blooded murders by them.

l-,K.\is(iTON, Ky., Aug. 5.— George Rtis- 
Bell, of New York, employed by Col. T. 
C. Camphf 11 as a (h'teotive in the <*o<»bel 
HBt^asBination capes, arrived in Lexinjrton 
to*day from Clay County, where he had 
been working on the details of the 
tragedy. He bad been to tbe feixl cininty 
in a final efibrt to induce certaiu persona 
whom he learned conid tell about the 
murder to t^'.^tify in the case. Clay 
County is guvertied by officers who will 
not ftive up witnesses or prisoners abould 
thoy be arrested, and the only way to 
get the witnesses, it is believed, would 
be to induce them to come to (ieorjje- 
town voluntarily. Mr. Uussell i-aid : 

"Kid Bowlin told be just how the plot 
was formed and how the assassination 
waa executed, but I could not induce him 
to come and testify, nor would he agree 
to testily ii forced to coiiie. I worked in 
Olay County as a farm hand for aeveral 
weeks, going to diffisrent pointa. 

"I learned tlie nam^ of the man who 
tired the shot. Not only ttds, but I 
learned tbe names of the men who were 
in the room when the shots were fin d, 
what position they uccniiicd in the room 
and the parts they took in the assassi na- 
tion. These facta I have traced down 
and corroborated. Col. Campbell, aetinK 
on ray information, has pursued a cer- 
tain line of prosecution, bat Col. Frank- 
lin, the prosecnting attorney, working 
on the information (if Dt-tective Arm- 
Strong and others, has held him in check 
and wants to pursoe a different eonrae. 

Franklin believea that Yoiitpcy fired 
the shot. We know ha did not, and we 
would not pat Powera on trial firat, but 
aa the matter stands we feel no fear of 
the conviction of all the guilty parties. 
Had not Col. Franklin interfered Col. 
Campbell would have secured a com- 
plete confession from Youtsey. He liad 
him started and Franklio broke in and 
said it would not do to promise Youtsey 
anything, and that some one else would 
do the confeosin);. ."^o Voutaey waa pre- 
vented from coufeasiug. 
"Youtsey waa in tbe room, bat did not 

fire the nlu't. He Waa Writini; uri tlie 
hall door wiien Goebel fell. There were 
foar other men in the room besides 
Youtsey. One of tlicse fired the shot, 
and the other three discharged their 
gana into tbe ground tbroogh tha opan 
window. 

"Youtsey is guilty and will be con- 
victed. Until this is done we probably 
will not know the name ol tbe aasassin. 
In an open statement Yontaay will tell 
it before he will die carrying tbe aecret 
with him. The man is in Jalk Two of 
tboaa who war* Iv the room are atill at 
large. One of them has completely dis- 
appeared and tbe other is at bis home 
defying arrest." 

Russell is confident that the murder 
will out. He says it is the most peculiar 
atate of aflkirs he ever witneeaed; that 
in the mountains tbo whole plot in de- 
tail ia openly discussed, but that it is 
impossible to get the men to oottH. He 
aaya tbe aaaasain of Goebel borrowed $10 
at London. He wanted 125 and asanrad 
the lender that he would make $1,000 in 
three minutes in Frankfort. In Frank- 
fort ha borrowed money on which to pay 

his way home, and, I^ii-Hell says, the 
money found on Caleb i^owers when ar- 
raated here waa a portion of that raiaad 
to pay the aasassin.
